Try to sympathize with the student

Build on common ground 


lect on your report to see if there is some way that you can relate to the student. The student playing 
the sport In the band? Have a brother? Build on that and see what happens. 


Use your colleagues in teaching

Talk to your colleagues; could someone join this student? If so, make an appointment with the student 
and the teacher. 
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Define the class work a non-issue 


It's HARD, but take the work of the class of the equation for a short period and work on the 
relationship... work that "work" back at the latest. 


Try the technique of peer guardian 


.sk yourself the question - is the difficult good student in a subject? Can it be a fellow Professor? Can it 
help someone else succeed? It works in TWO ways. 


Never give up 


Regardless of the behavior, do not give upward to try to reach this student... the negativity can be a 
defense for something more profound. Follow the good fight!

Rule #2: Do not argue. 


hen taking with difficult students, do not emphasized your point of view or neglect their judgments. Just avoid any con:

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Rule #3: Do not scold or try to teach harshly. 


Do not try to teach in loud voice, beyond student understandings or pointing towards a 
orticular student. It will make them annoyed. They may show reactions like not taking part in classroom activities 
The student’s behavior will get worse. 


Rule #4: Do not give unnecessary 
positive rewards. 


Only meaningful and sincere praise will lead towards the real accomplishment. 


Rule #5: Do not argue. 


Try to teach in relax, happy manners. Avoid unnecessary discussions.
